S I WRITE this the wheat harvest is going on 
in the near-by wheat belt. The golden 
grain that is being harvested will keep 

alive and prosper uncounted millions all around 
the world. 


There have been seasons when the dust blew 
across the barren fields. In fact there was a time 
when these broad fields were the grazing land 
of buffalo and the gigantic machines now harvest- 
ing the grain were not even ideas in the mind 
of the men who crossed these plains. Many of 
these men had sold all they had, had turned their 
back on comfortable homes in communities near 
the coast, had bundled their family into large 
wagons; and using their cattle for draft animals, 
they were going forward into the depths of a re- 
gion where their future would depend on the 
labor of their own hands and the use they could 
make of the resources God placed at their disposal.

If you have accused anyone of injustice, 
if you have discussed anyone unkindly, if you 
have criticized or gossiped about anyone, with- 
draw your words by asking him, in the silence, to 
forgive you. If you have had a falling out with 
friends or relatives, if you are at law or engaged 
in contention with anyone, do everything in your 
power to end the separation. See all things and all 
persons as they really are—pure Spirit—and send 
them your strongest thoughts of love. Do not go 
to bed any night feeling that you have an enemy 
in the world. ... 

You can do this if you are faithful to the silent 
hour, because there you will be helped to over- 
come the selfishness of the carnal sense. 

There is an immutable law lying back of this 
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healing method. God is love, and love is mani- 
fest as life. God is thus manifest in and through 
all His creations. If we do aught to cut off 
the love of any person we are cutting off the 
love of God; hence, we are cutting off the 
life that flows through all. When we, by with- 
drawal from our fellows, in any way cut the cords 
of love that bind us together as men and women, 
we at the same time sever the arteries and veins 
through which the universal life flows. We then 
find ourselves mere bundles of strained nerves, 
trembling and shaking with fear and weakness, 
and finally dying for the lack of God’s love.

E DID not choose me, but I chose you.” 

It helps me to believe that life is more 

than a combination of circumstances, 
that things do not happen by chance. It helps me 
to believe that the Christ Spirit in me has chosen 
a way of progress and unfoldment for me, even 
though humanly I may not understand how the 
events and circumstances of my life have any 
spiritual significance. 

In one sense I consciously make my choice 
in life. I decide for this course of action, I de- 
cide against that one. But it must be that my 
soul makes choices that are beyond my conscious 
volition. If I believe that nothing happens by 
chance, then it must follow that the soul of me 
chose birth at an appointed time, in an appointed 
place. Consciously I did not choose to be born, I 
did not choose the date of my birth, I did not 
choose my parents or my brothers and sisters. But 
I believe that I am what I am, I am where I am 
for a reason, and that my soul, with a knowledge 
beyond my conscious reasoning power, chose with 
unerring wisdom the path of this, my human life. 


“Ye did not choose me, but I chose you.” The 
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Christ in us says this to us, even as Jesus Christ 
said it to His disciples. Before we ever consciously 
knew or heard about Christ His Spirit had chosen 
us as a dwelling place. “Before Abraham was 
born, I am.” Before we were born we were spirit- 
ually identified with Christ. 

There are so many things in life that we ex- 
perience, though not by choice. When we have 
something difficult to meet we wonder why we 
must meet it. We would, if we could, choose 
something far different in the way of experiences. 
It must be that in ways we do not understand 
our soul makes its choices; and what the soul 
chooses it is capable of meeting. In ourselves we 
may feel that a situation is beyond us, that we 
cannot possibly meet it, but there is something in 
us that is always capable, ready to meet anything 
that confronts us. The soul is seeking fulfillment, 
it is seeking oneness with Christ. Sometimes the 
most trying experiences are the ones through 
which our soul is developed the most, in which 
we come the closest to a consciousness of ourselves 
as spiritual beings. 

Have you ever wondered about the reason for 
things? Have you wondered why you are where 
you are in life, why you are doing what you are 
doing, why your life seems to have taken the par- 
ticular turn it has? Even though you cannot an- 
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swer these questions from a human standpoint— 
that is, not really answer them—you can find a 
satisfactory answer in the realization of the truth 
about yourself. If you realize that you are a spirit- 
ual being, a living soul sent out from God, that 
your life is without beginning or end, you can 
begin to see yourself and the events of your life 
in a different perspective. You are essentially a 
spiritual being, but you are at the same time a 
human being. Your journey in life is toward the 
spiritual, toward the complete renewal and spirit- 
ualization of mind, soul, and body. 

As a human being you may seem far from the 
goal of spiritual perfection, but human reasoning 
cannot tell you either how far or how near you are 
to it. Spiritual things must be spiritually per- 
ceived. Spirit in you, Christ in you, tells you that 
you are God’s beloved child. Spirit in you knows 
your need for growth, for understanding, and 
Spirit in you says “well done” when an overcoming 
is made. You may not even have realized your 
own need, but the experiences of your life seemed 
almost to force you to call forth qualities of mind 
and heart and soul that you did not even know 
you possessed. 

Sometimes the choice of the soul seems a more 
demanding one than any we would consciously 
make of ourselves. Humanly we often feel limited, 
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inadequate; we feel that we are as nothing, that 
other persons are more blessed, more endowed 
with talent, more able to give something worth 
while to the world. But the soul chooses largely 
for us. The soul’s choices are not limited by lack 
of education or family background or money or 
any of the many lacks that seem to frustrate our 
human desire for achievement. 

The soul chooses largely because it knows that 
Christ has chosen it and appointed it to go forth. 
Where humanly we are afraid, the soul fearlessly 
chooses to walk through the very ‘‘valley of the 
shadow of death,” for it knows neither life nor 
death, but only progress. 

If you are at a place in your life where you 
cannot understand why you have to meet the 
things you have to meet, know that there is a 
divine reason behind every human happening.
